hold the office, mnking a possible m em ­ 
bership of more than sixty. Nearly all 
ha r e indicated their Intention to be 
rrecent. It will be n mighty gathering, 
c o t no much for numbers as for the 
overpowering greatness there ass em­ 
bled. A governor is n big noise in this j 
land of the free. 
Then think of fin 
crash of sound when sixty of them nr« 
gathered together! 
To entertain all tha t congregated Im­ 
portance will strain even the hospital! 
lien of Kentucky. Probably If the Blue 
Grass State had her way the confer­ 
ence would be one round of banquets, 
balls, junkets and receptions, it would 
fee a gala day for the Kentucky colo­ 
nels, ami Henry Wat torso n would be 
in his element. But I am informed on 
the very beet of authority that this in 
to be a meeting for business and not 
for festivities 
Perhaps the honorable governors will

New York.

In KW>7 Jordan issued his pamphlet 
in advocacy of tin* formation of the 
house of governors, and it immediately 
att ra cted atten ti on a n d commendation 
throughout the laud. One copy was sent 
to President Roosevelt, who soon after 
called a conference of governors on 
the subject of conservation. T w o such 
meetings

the last a comm ittee of governors w as 
formed

another conference, 
which met in Wa shington last J a n u­ 
ary.

R espo nsibility Is Great. 


In his new office it will be Jordan's 
opportunity to have some part in sha p­ 
ing the policy and outlining the work 
for this body in the future. 
The re­ 
sponsibility is heightened by the fact 
tha t tills new* chamber In the Ameri­ 
can « -heme of government starts out 
d • novo and has all its precedents to i 
mnlce.

When he collected the informhtton for 
this bulletin Mr. Jordan made the s ur ­ 
prising discovery that, while twenty 
nine of the slates had petition« « ! eon 
gross for a constitutional a m en d m en t 
on this question, nil but thirteen of the 
number bad some defect in their peti­ 
tions which would render them void.

senators will be one of the subjects 
d iscussed at the coming umeting and

framed which will avoid the defects of 
those previously passed by so many of 
the individual states. 
In this way it 
w ill be possible for the house of gov­ 
ernors actually to initiate constitutional 
amendment« . 
The second bulletin will treat of the 
political platforms adopted this year by 
the differeut parties tu ail of the 
states. 
Jordan has already gathered and tabu­ 
lated the material for this bulletin. It 
will be invaluable as a barometer of 
public opinion, lie has also written to 
the appropriate officials in the various 
states a .series of questions relative to 
forestry and conservation'. 
His circu­ 
lar letter on this subject contains one 
notable suggestion. 
It is in behalf of 
on interstate foresters* association. To 
the query us to whether or not this 
would be approved many favorable re 
plies were received.

So fa r as the record» show the con­ 
gress of the United States settled at 
(*ne time upon the on« * hundred and 
third meridian as ihe boundary be- 
tween Texas and New Mexico, and tin* 
records furl her show that the Texas 
legislature officially confirmed this and 
that the United States paid the state 
of Texas $10,000,000 to relinquish all 
claim of any territory west of the 
one hundred and third meridian. 
At 
that time Texas claimed most of New 
Mexico an d a considerable part of Colo­ 
rado, territory that had been ceded to 
Texas by Mexico when Texas won her 
independence and established herself 
as a republic. 


Surv ey Called Wro ng . 
T he present trouble arose over the 
Clark survey, which placed the meri­ 
dian whe re the present boundary line 
between New Mexico and Texas is 
shown on all the maps. 
This was pop­ 
ularly recognized as the boundary, but 
it was never officially so declared by 
congress, aud therefore, according to 
the New Mexicans, it is not legal. All 
the official evidence there is as to the 
boundary, they declare, is that it is 
fixed a t the one hundred and third 
meridian.

can afford to live in that way with the 
money they earn, besides it is re ­ 
quired of a woman in a good position 
to dress well. 
If they were saving, 
‘providen t’ 
y ou would call * it, 
how 
could they save, at the best, enough 
to secure them from w a a t for the 
rest of their 
na tural 
lives? 
Their 
business usefulness ends at fifty years 
of age, say. 
Some firm* generously 
pension women worn out in their em ­ 
ploy, but these are few. 
Something 
will have to b,e done to 
meet 
this 
emerg ency . , Proud, Independent, su­ 
perior as they aw? and so many of 
t he m ! ” 
"T here should be a day for thinking 
about mar riage,” suggested a m em ber 
of the club. 
“J us t as ther e a re Labor 
Day and Memorial Day and others. 
Men In the cities are too busy, their 
lives are too strenuous to think about 
marriage.
